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Soap Box Derby Accelerates Food Drive

It's one of the highlights of the year for Marion's 
Cub Scouts Pack 32. Well, every other year, that is. 

The Biennial Soap Box Derby is an exciting event 
when kids ages 6 to 11 get to rev up their imaginations 
and design their winning soap box cart. This year may 
have been a little on the chilly side, but the weather was 
sunny and bright, just perfect for zooming down Holmes 
Street in Marion at what seems to the soap box cart driver 
a million miles an hour. 

"And they spend the whole day enjoying it," said 
Assistant Headmaster Kristen Saint Don-Campbell. "It's 
a huge, fun thing for them. Outside of camping, it's their 
favorite event." 

On top of all that, the pack stays true to its 
philosophy of having "fun with a purpose." 

"The Cub Scouts have been doing a food drive 
annually, and every other year we have the soap box 
derby, so we combine the two events," said Saint Don- 
Campbell. The Scouts began collecting canned goods and 
non-perishables on October 17, assisted by the Marion 
Police Department and the First Congregational Church 
of Marion. Together, this year they collected a whopping 
500 pounds of food for the needy. Imagine the back of a 
pick-up truck full of stacked boxes of food and you get an 
idea of the scope of the food drive's success. 

"It's a real community effort," said Saint Don- 
Campbell. 

This is the second year that Pack 32 has chosen 
M.O. L.I.F.E. in Fairhaven as its beneficiary. The nonprofit 
organization assists people with disabilities in living 
an independent fulfilling life, and provides support 
in an array of areas such as meaningful employment, 
educational opportunities, and also has a food pantry for 
clients most in need. 

"We wanted to keep the food local," said Saint 
Don-Campbell. She said the pack prefers M.O. L.I.F.E.

A Bit of Heaven in Hell Week 

ORR Update

Hell Week. Just the phrase itself is enough to strike 
fear in the hearts of the members of the Old Rochester 
Regional Drama Club. It means crunch time, and the cast 
and crew are working diligently together in order to put 
crucial finishing touches on this fall's show, A Midsummer 
Night's Dream by William Shakespeare. 

For those of you who don't know the plot of 
the show. Director Paul Sardinha summed it up nicely: 
"Couples who are in love that shouldn't be in love have 
their love played with by the gods." 

The show, which starts each evening at 7:30 pm, 
opens this Thursday, November 19 and runs through 
Saturday, November 22. There will also be a Sunday 
matinee when the curtains will rise at 2:00 pm. On Friday 
morning, the drama club will hold a special performance 
for the school. 

The ORR Drama Club runs like a well-oiled 
machine, and every person pitches in to make the show 
enjoyable for the audience. From concessions to the on- 
stage cast, every role is important to keep the drama club 
running. 
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It all starts with Director Paul Sardinha and 
Helen Blake, head of costumes. The dynamic duo have 
been working together for 23 years, donating countless 
hours towards making the drama club a place students 
enjoy coming to. Then there are the students involved in 
the productions, who give it their all, onstage and off. 

The duty of the concessions crew may seem 
trivial, but do not be fooled. Without them, not only 
would there be no delicious popcorn and candy during 
intermission, there wouldn't be a set on stage at all. 
Everyone in concessions is also responsible for helping 
create the set. They come on Saturdays for as long as they 
can and build a set that wows. 

"There's a good synergy and everyone is working 
together toward the common goal of making the set look 
nice," said Emma Cadieux, a junior at ORR who is part of 
concessions. "And even if you don't go to set construction 
one week and you go the next, you get to feel a sense of 
pride about what you've accomplished." 

And then there are the techies. As the name 
suggests, they do all the technical things that happen 
backstage. All the magical set changes that occur in 
(seemingly) record time are thanks to this dedicated part 
of the drama club. As followspotter Alex Wurl put it, 
"People don't realize that there's more to drama than just 
being on stage. Without the behind-the-scenes people, the 
show can't go on." 

Costume people are yet another crucial part of 
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the drama club. They work tirelessly with Helen Blake to 
create a unique costume for every person on stage. 

"Mrs. B makes most of the costumes herself, but 
she has us help with the dying process, hand stitching 
the costumes, and adding pieces to each costume because 
each person, especially the fairies, have their own theme," 
said Amberrayn Jones. 

Helping with costumes isn't only fun, it's 
valuable, as Katie MacLean points out. 

"You learn new things," said MacLean. "Like, I 
learned how to stitch, which is a big accomplishment for 
me. You learn life skills - you need to know how to stitch. 
That's kind of a life necessity, and you learn how to do 
that in costumes." 

As for the costumes themselves, the audience can 
look forward to the vivid hues and unique theme of each 
individual character. 

"There's a lot of very unique costumes. Paul and 
Mrs. B have definitely put a lot of time into each and 
every one of them, so each one's different," said Jones. 
"It's not like costumes you can buy from iParty." 
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The onstage cast is yet another invaluable part 
of the drama club. The audience can anticipate a magical 
performance from the fairies in the chorus. For this 
show, the chorus set up is unique in that almost every 
chorus member is a fairy, compared to years past where 
quick costume changes threw the chorus into a flurry of 
controlled chaos. 

For this performance, the audience can expect 
bright colors and even a song from the chorus. Although 
this show is a little more lead-heavy than others in the 
past, the chorus is still excited to give it their all, and like 
Natasha Shorrock, they are excited to get the opportunity 
to interpret such a classic piece of literature on the Old 
Rochester stage. 

"I feel like everyone sort of frowns upon 
Shakespeare," said Shorrock. "Well, not frowns upon, but 
finds it a little boring. If you break it down, it's hilarious." 

And that brings us to the leads - the ones 
who spend their nights memorizing the complicated 
Shakespearean English and picking it apart with Sardinha 
in order to perfect the inflections that were intended 
by the 16th century writer. All the leads seem to be in 
agreement about one thing - although being a lead can be 
stressful, it's not as bad as you'd think. 

Most of the challenges arise during the initial 
read-through and while memorizing the lines to try and 
figure out what they mean in modern day English. 

Jack Roussell, who plays Demetrius, has a rather 
unique way to tackle the task of learning lines. 

"Sometimes to memorize my lines. I'll have 
someone hold my script, and I'll say what I think the line 
is, and they'll tell me if I'm right," said Roussell. "It's like 
flashcards, but theatrical." 

Although it can be a little intimidating to face 
such a classic play, the leads are enjoying themselves. 
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"It's really just a learning experience for 
everybody, and I'm having a fun time with it," said 
Roussell. "And I hope when you come to see it, you will 
too." 

Adam Perkins, who plays Lysander, summed up 
the general mentality of the cast in one simple sentence: 
"It's given me an opportunity to do something that I'll 
remember for the rest of my life." 

So, how does the show come together in the first 
place? Sardinha explained the process. 

"I contextualize the entire show when I first 
read the script. I know what I think I want to do," said 
Sardinha. "Then, as things get going, I finalize things. 
Plans get changed every now and then because certain

things are not possible, but most things are possible." He 
continued, "It's always efficiency. I have to make sure 
things are efficient so that the scene changes happen 
quickly. We follow the script and figure out what I think 
might work for a high school show, and I always do 
these Frankensteinian sets for our shows, because they're 
always way too big." 

The members of the drama club are excited to 
be performing A Midsummer Night's Dream, even though 
Shakespeare poses a plethora of challenges, as Alice 
Bednarczyk acknowledged. 

"It's really great to be a part of Shakespeare 
because it was written so long ago and it's still relevant 
today," said Bednarczyk. "People don't dismiss it; it's a 
big part of our culture, and a lot of other great actors have 
done the play before so it's really cool to be a part of that 
lineage." 

As an audience member, you've got quite a show 
waiting for you. 

"The audience is going to be looking forward 
to an inexpensive night [and] a wonderful performance 
where they will see their kids, their neighbors' kids, and 
kids that they don't even know pouring their hearts out 
onstage and backstage," said Sardinha. "It's a night where 
they'll be able to forget about what's happening outside 
for a couple of hours." 

What else does the drama club have to look 
forward to? The most exciting thing is the traditional

sleepover, which is on Friday night. All members of the 
club sprint to the cafeteria after the Friday show in a mad 
dash to get a heaping plateful of late-night breakfast. 
There's singing and laughing and sometimes even 
longboarding. 

After breakfast, everyone runs back to the gym 
where bouncy houses with their colorful plastic await 
them. Movies are played in the auditorium with pizza set 
up for those midnight cravings the members of the cast 
inevitably have. It's called a "sleepover," but between 
snow cones and the bouncy houses, sleeping is definitely 
not a priority. 

Sardinha shared some wise words to keep in 
mind while watching any high school show. 
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"High school theater is some of the best theater 
you can see. It doesn't matter which school, because 
all the kids at all the schools fall in love with their 
productions and everybody works very, very hard on 
them," Sardinha said. "You watch these kids wear their 
hearts on their sleeves. And you know that it's a genuine 
offering from them and they're doing the best that they 
can." 


Library Hosts a Storybook Wedding

The library will always be more than just a 
building designed to house books. It is a place where epic 
love stories dwell, where romantic poetry lies peacefully, 
protected; it is the home to the tales of a hundred loves 
that live on, petrified and bound in paper like jewels kept 
secret inside unlocked boxes.

Shannon Devlin and Matthew Spelman knew 
they wanted to tie the knot in the library. It just seemed 
apropos, given their mutual love of books. The idea 
seemed romantic to the pair, the ideal setting to exchange 
eternal vows among the eternal works of the greatest 
loves of history. 

When the couple approached the Millicent 
Library in Fairhaven, the town in which Devlin was 
raised, the library board was anything but enthusiastic 
about a wedding party, despite the couple's offer to 
purchase multi-million dollar insurance, invite only 
adults, the promise of no food or beverages, and that 
guests would remain standing at all times. It was a 
resounding 'no/ with the consolation of allowing the 
wedding to be held outside on the library steps, out in the 
November cold. 

"I was really sad and disappointed," said Devlin, 
although she did not give up on her notion of a being 
a library bride. She sought out other venues, which led 
her to the Mattapoisett Free Public Library in the town 
where she was born. Devlin described the library as 
being cozy with beautiful rooms with arched windows, a 
gorgeous wrought iron spiral staircase, and interior brick 
walls - the perfect concoction of romance for a couple of 
bibliophiles in love. 

Library Director Susan Pizzolato said she was 
touched a year ago when Devlin and Spelman first 
made their request. Devlin's desire to be married in a 
library was sincere, and after some careful thought and 
permission by the appropriate authorities, Pizzolato 
allowed for a modest, controlled wedding ceremony 
inside the library to take place on November 7. 

Devlin found Pizzolato' s response to be 
welcoming and warm like a fairy godmother of sorts 
granting a girl's one wish of a library wedding. 

"I think the warm welcome set the tone for the 
whole wedding experience," said Devlin. "We are so 
very grateful and I think that our location was meant to

be. Our ceremony was beautiful and filled with love and 
literature." 

On Saturday, November 7, the wedding party 
arrived at the steps of the library via school bus. No 
decorations were brought into the library that was 
standing room only; however, everything planned for 
the wedding reception - from the invitations resembling 
old leather-bound books, to the centerpieces of glowing 
luminaries with book pages, to the card catalog-style 
escort cards - encompassed the literary theme. 

Devlin and Spelman chose a vintage color palette 
of sage and gold, "Which I think made the decor feel 
cohesive," Devlin added. 

The ceremony even incorporated the surrounding 
love stories that live at the library, with readings of 
excerpts chosen from Plato's Symposium and Charlotte 
Bronte's Jane Eyre. 

"We also had some whimsical and modern 
readings from William Goldman's The Princess Bride, 
Robert Fulghum's poem, 'All I Really Need to Know I 
Learned from Kindergarten,"' said Devlin. "Some of these 
readings we actually incorporated into the vows." 

"Matt and I knew early on that we wanted to get 
married in a library," Devlin said. "Libraries are places 
of learning and we're both the nerdy, academic type. 

The stacks are also lined with books containing the most 
beautiful love stories and poetry ever written. ... The 
Mattapoisett Public Library, and especially the director 
Susan, made it all possible." 

But readers beware: we must not get carried 
away, for this was the one and only wedding to be held 
at the library. Library trustees and staff have no plans to 
host another, only allowing for this one time. There is too 
much involved in hosting an event such as a wedding, 
and Pizzolato said she has no interest in opening up the 
library as an event hall. 

"We agreed to host the wedding, but it's not 
something that we want to do on a regular basis," said 
Pizzolato. "We don't want to interfere at all with the 
public's use of the building." 

So it truly was a once-upon-a-time event - a 
storybook wedding for a couple to begin their happily 
ever after, but a definite "The End" for the Mattapoisett 
Library's chapter as a wedding venue.

along with hundreds of medications are available to 
help us deal with bad memories, bad days, physical and 
mental problems, and the necessity of working through 
problems in order to be free. 

But in the 1940s, treatment of mental health 
problems was in its infancy And if you were or had been 
a soldier, you were expected to simply carry on, forget 
the past, and be productive. Needless to say, while many 
soldiers did just that, many more suffered for decades. 

I recently viewed a POV Story Corps Short 
production on PBS. The story was titled Germans in the 
Woods. It is a confessional piece told by Joseph Robertson, 
an elderly former serviceman. He was an infantryman in 
the U.S. Army. He fought in the Battle of the Bulge. His 
story is heartbreaking, not only for the harsh reality of 
what it means to kill another human being, but also for 
the decades long suffering of the victor, Robertson. 

Robertson told the story of the cold winter's 
night, in the heart of some dark forest far from home in 
the unforgiving reality of war, when he took the life of a 
young German soldier. In that split second after the brain 
sent the signal to the hand to pull the trigger, both young 
men's lives would change - one would end, and the other 
would never be the same. Robertson's life had changed 
forever in an instant. The mortally wounded German 
would not have to try to come to terms with war, but 
Robinson - he has never stopped trying. Never stopped 
crying.

Robertson still remembers the vivid scene: the 


German's body, blood soaking into the snow and the 
surreal angelic appearance of "a kid." That kid has never 
left Robertson. He says in the film that the dead solider 
has haunted him ever since. "I wake up crying at night, 
and I see his sweet face." 

Robertson was in his nineties when he shared his 
story with the producers of Story Corps. I wept for him. He 
had never told his story to anyone, never told of the pain 
he carried all these decades. Robinson said, "he was like 
an angel ... so young, so beautiful," a face he would live 
with the rest of his life and the reliving of killing a kid. 

There is a man I know. Richard Pasillas, Sergeant, 
Screaming Eagles, 101st Airborne Division, U.S. Army.

Pasillas was the sole survivor of his all-Latino unit. Today, 
more than three decades after his service, he is being 
treated from PTSD. 

In 1977 when I knew him, he was simply trying 
to get on with living. One day, Pasillas said to me, "I don't 
know why I'm alive and the others are all dead. Why?" 

He has struggled ever since he witnessed the demise of 
his entire unit, but when he first returned home, he went 
about the business of resuming a civilian life. "We didn't 
talk back then," he recently told me. 

We never knew that my father was a Bronze Star 
recipient. Not until his death. He never talked about his 
war experiences, not once. He was just 'one of the boys' 
doing his duty and then returning home to pick up where 
life had been prior to war. 

As Thanksgiving draws near, I wish I could 
hold my father's hand and once again hear his voice and 
maybe ask him, "Dad, how did you do it?" How did he 
come home and simply get on with it? How does a person 
find the strength to carry on? 

If you have people in your family who have 
served in the military and are with you as you gather 
around holiday tables, perhaps it's time to ask them to 
share their stories. Maybe they are just waiting for you to 
ask. They are all heroes. 

Please tell the people you know whose 
selflessness included putting their lives on the line for 
what they believed in - life, liberty and the pursuit of

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 

He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the back ? 

I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

Man Fishing Rescued from Mattapoisett Waters

A call came into the Mattapoisett Police 
Department at 9:39 am on November 15 for a man 
overboard who was pulled from the cold waters of 
Mattapoisett Harbor after he fell out of his kayak. The 
kayak was modified to accept a motor and was fitted with 
homemade outriggers made out of crutches. 

Mattapoisett Harbormaster Jill Simmons said 
Aiming Xu of Sharon, Massachusetts was fishing when 
he fell into the water. The waders he was wearing quickly 
filled with seawater; however, Xu was wearing a personal 
flotation vest that kept him afloat. 

Passing fisherman Chris Parker spotted Xu in

distress and rescued the man. Simmons said Xu's body 
temperature was about 95 degrees when he was pulled 
from the water and he was mildly hypothermic. 

According to Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary 
Lyons, EMS met Parker and Xu at the wharf where EMS 
workers checked Xu's vital signs and treated him in the 
ambulance before he was released. Xu refused transport 
to the hospital. 

"While he was cold, he was not injured," said 
Lyons in a follow-up email. 

Simmons issued a warning to all boaters in the 
area, and she hopes this small incident will prevent worse 
accidents from occurring as the weeks grow colder and 
winter approaches.

"If you're not prepared to be in the water, then 
you shouldn't be on the water," said Simmons. "A sudden 
immersion in cold water is a life-threatening event. Cold 
water drains heat away from the body 25 times faster than 
air." 

Simmons reminded boaters to dress appropriately 
in dry suits and full flotation gear when heading out on 
the water for any reason during this time of year. 

"Especially in smaller boats," Simmons added. 
"When it happens, it happens in a heartbeat." 

Electric Car Idea Will Idle for Now 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen is now 
considering the Marion Energy Management's 
recommendation that the town lease a few fully electric 
cars with the help of a hefty grant. The board also 
executed the contracts for the two new emergency 
response vehicles approved by Town Meeting, and also 
authorized the Shea Doonan aquaculture farm to move 
forward, despite neighbors' objections. 

First, though. Selectmen Chairman Stephen 
Cushing and Selectman Jody Dickerson stepped out into 
the chilly November 17 night to have a look at a BMW 
electric vehicle acquired by the Town of Dartmouth with 
this same grant selectmen are now considering.

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Dartmouth, Evan Melillo, brought the vehicle to the 
Town House that night, and also helped the Energy 
Management Committee explain the grant program and 
the cost savings to selectmen. 

The annual cost to lease one vehicle would be 
$800 under the grant, committee Chairman Jennifer 
Francis told selectmen. But considering there would be 
no gasoline consumption, no maintenance costs, and fully 
funded electric charging stations for the vehicles, there 
was a savings to be had. 

"We're hoping for your enthusiastic approval, 
and also we'd like to request funding for Evan's time to 
work through all this application process," said Francis - 
a process she labeled "relatively complicated." She asked

for $2,000. But neither the selectmen nor Dawson knew 
from where they could appropriate the money. Dawson 
said he needed time to look into it. 

Neither selectman present that night made any 
sudden leaps over the electric car idea, preferring to see 
some real numbers on paper that would demonstrate an 
actual cost savings and to also talk to department heads 
before making any moves to possibly make the change. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson assured 
selectmen that a positive vote that evening to allow the 
grant application process to move forward was in no way 
a definitive vote to adopt the electric vehicles. It would 
simply let the committee get started. Once the grants were 
awarded, then and only then would selectmen have to 
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19 County Road, Mattapoisett, MA 
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decide. 

"I'm not saying I'm against it," said Cushing, "I 
would wait to ... at least let [Selectman Jonathan] Henry 
[speak]. This is the first time I'm seeing it . . . Just out of 
courtesy [to Henry] before we allow anything." 

The selectmen both then recessed the meeting 
to check out the car outside. The building commissioner 
accompanied the selectmen, and some remarked on the 
compact size of the car. 

Also during the meeting, the selectmen voted to 
allow Shea Doonan's proposed aquaculture farm project 
to move forward to the state approval process before it is 
kicked back to the selectmen for the final approval on the 
project. 

Ram Island resident Michael Moore had been 
vocal on his resentment toward Doonan for not engaging 
Moore in formal discussion about the project, and he also 
expressed concern over the project area encroaching a 
channel that he and others use to access the island. 

This night, Moore's wife Hannah Moore 
attended to speak against the project, but only after 
Shellfish Warden Isaac Perry told selectmen that the main 
issues with location have been resolved. However, he 
commented that he sensed the Moores would continue to 
oppose the project. 

"Between the two site visits, I don't think we've 
come to any agreements," said Perry. "I don't think we're 
going to address the Moores' concerns."

Cushing said he went to the site, noted that there 
did not seem to be any further way the project could be 
altered space-wise, and added that he found there to be 
enough room for navigation with the markers placed 
where they are today 

"I see the abutters' concern," said Cushing. 
However, as a boater himself, "I think at least, with no ice 
. . . my guess is there's still some room there to maneuver." 

Ms. Moore said access for larger boats making 
larger deliveries to the island was her biggest concern 
now. 

"It's not a trivial concern. It's a major access line 
to the island," Moore said. 

The board gave the nod for Doonan to move 
forward, but he still needs approval from the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, Mass DEP, the Division of Marine 
Fisheries, and a number of other government entities. 

In other matters, selectmen executed two 
contracts for the two new big-ticket emergency vehicle 
purchases approved by Town Meeting. The new 
fire pumper will cost $526,135, slightly less than the 
appropriated sum of $540,000. The new ambulance 
final total cost was announced at $237,062, just under 
the $241,000 appropriated. Selectmen said they were 
happy with the price of the pumper, and they had 
already anticipated this particular price tag for the new 
ambulance. 

Also that night, Dawson announced that the 
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town's new electricity aggregation program Town 
Meeting voted to opt-in to will soon pay off, now that a 
bid has been accepted which will save Marion electricity 
consumers $0,013 cents per kilowatt hour. The Town 
accepted the bid from ConEdison Solutions for $0.0949 
per kWh. 

"That's good news for the ratepayers of Marion," 
said Dawson. "It's a savings everyone can enjoy." 

That night selectmen also voted to allow the 
Council on Aging to now begin holding its mini Senior 
Center hours on Wednesdays at the Marion Music Hall in 
addition to the Monday program. With continued success, 
the COA may increase its hours further. 

The town will be posting a list of the private ways 
accepted for snow removal this winter. Thirteen made the 
list, while at least three others were rejected due to a lack 
of a turnaround or existing ownership issues. The town 
will post this list on its website by Friday, November 20. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for December 1 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 


Coastal Zone Management Plan, Fees, and Fixes 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

A working meeting between the Mattapoisett 
Board of Selectmen and the Marine Advisory Board 
focused on three areas of the waterfront enterprise fund: 
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coastal zone management, fees, and wharf improvements. 

MAB Chairman John Cornish presented the 
selectmen with a draft that was not offered for public 
discussion at the time. The MAB members had taken an 
earlier document - one that was deemed inadequate to 
protect the public's use of waterways along Mattapoisett' s 
coast - and attempted to beef up elements they felt were 
important. Recreational uses from shellfishing to paddle 
boarding, public beaches to kayaking were included 
as the types of recreation that should be protected and 
spelled out in the updated document as the board 
recognized the needs of more than just the boating public. 

Also new in the document were suggestions 
on what the lengths of private docks and piers should 
be. Town Administrator Michael Gagne reminded the 
board that South Coastal Regional Coordinator David 
Janik of the Massachusetts Coastal Zone Management 
Office, a branch of the Executive Office of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs, had suggested they be "very 
specific" on this point. 

Another essential topic the selectmen wished to 
work out with the MAB was fees. The MAB in turn had 
asked Harbormaster Jill Simmons to assist in collecting 
comparative data from surrounding towns. 

Simmons found that Wareham, Marion, 
Dartmouth, New Bedford, Fairhaven, Fall River, and 
Plymouth all had mooring fees greater than Mattapoisett. 

"We are right at the bottom," Simmons said. Her 
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written report included mooring fees that ranged from 
a high of $150 per year plus $100 per foot for a slip, to 
Mattapoisett's low of $25 annually plus $1 per foot for 
vessels 35 feet or less or $2 per foot for vessels greater 
than 35 feet. Simmons felt that Mattapoisett's per-foot 
structure was unfair, noting that one boat would be 
paying more than a neighboring boat simply because it 
was one foot longer. 

The MAB has struggled, Cornish said, with not 
knowing how to approach increasing user fees to get 
more in line with neighboring communities and bring the 
waterfront enterprise into greater financial stability. 

Simmons said she had been frustrated at not 
being able to understand Mattapoisett's municipal 
bookkeeping. 

"I owe Suzanne Szyndlar a public apology. She's 
been great," Simmons said. But the difficulty in figuring 
out how the earnings flowed against expenses had been 
on ongoing effort on her part, one that she was finally 
"getting a grip on." She expressed appreciation for the 
assistance she had received from Town Hall staff. 

Gagne offered insights into fiscal management, 
including the necessity of the waterfront enterprise 
establishing funds for contingencies. 

"There's no money in the budget for unexpected 
expenses," said Gagne. "In 2015, retained earnings were 
$810; that's no buffering whatsoever." 

Gagne thought that perhaps looking at a mooring 
fee of $65 gradually increased over several years might 
work saying, "When you let a fee stay stagnant for five or 
ten years then have an increase, it looks huge." 

Cornish acknowledged that there was a 
willingness on the part of the MAB to increase fees, but 
also cautiousness as well. Selectmen Jordan Collyer said, 
"We should be in parity with other harbors." 

A third topic of conversation was a recently 
drafted priority list: a list of must haves, to-dos, and a 
couple of wishes for the harbor side that the MAB had 
requested from Simmons. That list had been whittled 
down, prioritized, and offered to the selectmen for this 
meeting. 

Collyer expressed his frustration at a list saying, 
"We get kicked in the teeth in public because we don't 
listen to the MAB. You know what people want to see . . . 
the reason you are an advisory board is to tell us. Don't 
just say, 'Jill needs to tell us!"' He said that the members 
of the advisory board were in the public sphere and 
were hearing from the boating community more than the 
selectmen were and, therefore, should offer those views. 

In defense of the list, Cornish said everything on 
it "needed to be done." 

The Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board 
will meet again on November 19 at 7:00 pm in the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room.

Rochester Conservation Commission 

By Andrea Ray 

It was a crowded session at the November 
17 Rochester Conservation Committee meeting. The 
commission had no less than five public meetings and 
hearings to attend to and bench space was in short supply. 

The meeting opened with a Request for 
Determination of Applicability filed by Eagle Scout 
Corbin Blanchard who was seeking permission to 
reconstruct the Mary's Pond Beach canoe and cartop 
boat access on property off of Perry's Lane. He briefly 
detailed the process to the committee: reconstruction 
would include installation of a 4-foot wide asphalt path, 
two landing areas, and stabilization of the side slopes 
with riprap underlain by a filter fabric. Siltation control 
measures would also be implemented. Blanchard also 
indicated that construction would be done without 
any adverse effects on the pond. The commission 
unanimously granted approval. 

Commission member Kevin Cassidy lauded 
Blanchard. 

"This is a wonderful idea, and it's great for the 
town," said Cassidy. "I commend you for taking it on and 
wish you luck with it." 

Property owners Joel and Caitlin Sullivan 
requested approval to build a new single-family home on 
their property on High Street. The building construction 
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and associated site work, if approved, would take place 
within the 100-foot buffer zone of protected wetland 
areas. 

The couple recently received word from the 
Natural Heritage & Endangered Species Program 
(NHESP) certifying that endangered species within the 
buffer zone would not be adversely affected by the site 
work. The commission unanimously voted to approve the 
building request, with a requirement to pull a large mulch 
pile away from the wetland areas and spread it out. 

Two applicants requested notice of Resource 
Area Delineation, as both had previously disagreed with 
Conservation Commission board members on wetland 
border marking. The first was Melink Corporation for the 
property located on Snipatuit Road where it proposes to 
build a solar farm. 

The filing was meant to review and properly 
confirm 4,000 linear feet of bordering vegetated wetland 
boundary. Melink submitted revised plans to comply with 
the commission. 

"Some of the borders were moved in order to not 
miss any wetlands," said Melink's representative. "We've 
connected several flagging stations in the revised plans to 
eliminate flagging stations in between." 

The request was granted with unanimous 
approval. 

The second Resource Area Delineation was 
filed by Clean Energy Collective, LLC of Worcester 
for property located at 0 New Bedford Road and 268 
Mattapoisett Road, the location of a proposed solar farm. 

This filing was to confirm 2,750 linear feet 
of bordering vegetated wetland boundary. The 
representatives from Clean Energy indicated that they 
would be asking for a continuation rather than a direct 
decision, since they do not yet have a formal site plan. 
They said they were just looking for some feedback. 

They acknowledged that most of the border was 
not in contention, except for one pocket of land in dispute 
because the land was not tested properly. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon, after 
walking the border, requested test pits in the contended 
area be dug, but the pits were dug with an auger rather 
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than a spade shovel, which is incorrect practice. 

Farinon remarked, "There is a broad swath in 
the middle which is wetland, and isn't yet recognized as 
such." She asked for more testing of the contended area. 
Clean Energy's request for continuation was unanimously 
approved. 

The last business order of the day was filed by 
David Vermette of VCORP for property located off of 
Vaughan Hill Road. Vermette requested approval for 
the building of a new single-family home with attached 
garage, driveway, and associated grading and utilities. A 
portion of the work would take place inside the 100-foot 
buffer zone to a bordering vegetated wetland. 

VCORP representative Corey Medeiros said that 
siltation measures would be implemented at the property. 
He acknowledged the difficulty with the property in 
the past, when former owners had attempted to have 
building plans there approved. 

"We're open to questions on the wetlands," said 
Medeiros. "We've spoken to wetland scientists about 
this." 

Farinon said they could not accept the plans as 
they currently stood. She requested a more recent perc test 
- the last one was completed in 2013 - and a re-evaluation 
by a wetlands scientist. Medeiros agreed, asking for a 
continuation. "I think we can take care of this in two 
weeks ... hopefully," he said with a smile. The request for 
continuance was unanimously approved. 

Farinon was also pleased to report to the 
committee that they had received a $42,000 grant for the 
Haskell Woods Land Preservation Project. The money will 
be used to purchase 11 acres of land in the name of the 
Rochester Land Trust, which would provide public access 
to the area. 

The next Rochester Conservation Committee 
meeting will be held on December 1 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Two-Family Conversion Causes Concern 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The new owner of a Front Street house that 
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was historically used as a two-family wants the Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals to grant a Special Permit for an 
official conversion of the single-family to two-family, but 
opposition from a neighbor and a cautious ZBA could 
keep it a single-family house. 

Richard Schaffer, the attorney for 444 Front Street 
owner Chris Shachoy, said history of two-family use goes 
back a long way, but two years has lapsed since the last 
time it was used as a two-family dwelling. 

Plans for the house include the enlargement of a 
rear deck plus an additional deck, but the footprint would 
remain the same and the window arrangement of the 
house would be the only visible change from the front. 

"The neighborhood would not be changed," said 
Schaffer, "[we're] just taking an older house and updating 
it and making it look more attractive." The house, said 
Shaffer, was originally built by the younger brother of 
Elizabeth Taber. "This particular addition . . . would not 
be a detriment to the neighborhood or the character of the 
town." 

ZBA Chairman Eric Pierce asked if the home 
would be owner-occupied, and Schaffer said yes, at least 
in the beginning. 

Pierce wanted to do some research on the request 
before making a decision, saying the board had never 
dealt with a case such as this. He wanted to be sure the 
board wouldn't be "putting our foot in a bucket."

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the house to Shachoy, that the house was built in 1838, 
and that the entire second floor was made into a separate 
unit in 1960 when her cousin's older brother got married. 
She claimed it became a rental property in 1990 and was 
rented a long time, and various other families lived there 
until her cousin died four years ago. 

"It's a beautiful house, and I'm glad to see it fixed 
up," Hills said. 

There was concern from neighboring resident 
and realtor Bernadette Kelly over the existence of several 
other two-family houses on that part of Front Street. She 
wondered what the Town's plan was for that stretch of 
road at "the entry way to our town." 

"It is a lovely house [and] it would be great 
to see it preserved," said Kelley, "I'm not particularly 
comfortable that it's going to be preserved as an 
investment property" It is being lovingly maintained for 
now, she said, but that is not always the case with rental 
properties, she commented. 

Schaffer brought up the nearby Marion Village 
Estates, saying this house was only adding one unit, and 
rental properties in Marion are in demand. The one unit 
would not burden the town services, said Schaffer, and a 
house can be run-down whether or not it's a rental. 

"A lot of houses in town that are not rented are 
run down," argued Schaffer. 

Kelly disagreed with Schaffer's reasoning. 

"How does this actually fit into the existing 
character of the neighborhood, because the Baywatch 
neighborhood does not fit into the character of the 
neighborhood," said Kelly 

Schaffer replied, "The single-family dwelling 
could be rented out as it is already So there's no 
difference." 

Hills' comment was that Shachoy was within his 
right to tear the old house down, but he chose to renovate 
it. She argued that the recognition as a two-family would 
not make any difference. 

"We will have to dig a little deeper into the 
bylaws," said Pierce, and the hearing was closed for the 
application to be taken under advisement. When Schaffer 
asked Pierce to keep the public hearing open in case 
issues arise that he would like to address. Pierce refused, 
not even sure if he could re-open the public hearing or 
not. 

The hearing was already closed, the matter would 
be taken under advisement, the board would render a 
decision, "...And then you can sue us," said Pierce.

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Representatives of Bell Mobile Atlantic, on 
behalf of Verizon, asked the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals once again on November 12 to overturn an 
earlier decision made by the building commissioner to 
deny a building permit that would add 12 new cellular 
antennas to an existing tower off of Cranberry Highway 
The denial means that Bell needs to request a site plan 
review from the Rochester Planning Board, something 
that Bell feels will take too long a time considering the 
encroaching winter and the time already spent discussing 
the proposals. 

The overturn request was discussed at an earlier 
ZBA meeting, but the ZBA opted to continue the matter 
into November, citing discomfort with the proposed 
plans. 

"We're going to hear more about how high our 
Verizon bills are?" board member Jeffrey Costa jokingly 
inquired of fellow board member Kirby Gilmore. 

"TheyTl tell you the only reason they're so high is 
because we need so many town meetings to sort this out," 
Gilmore replied. 

Attorney Victor Manougian clarified that Bell's 
plans hadn't changed at all. 

"We're trying to work with the town to comply 
with what the building commissioner says we need to 
do," said Manougian. "We want to move forward now. 
We're asking you to overturn the process only in this 
instance. It should not become a normal model for future 
companies." 

"So if we don't approve this, they need to go to a 
site plan?" board member David Arancio asked. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson sat in 
on the meeting and offered up clarity on the matter. 

"They have two choices. They can appeal in 
federal court, or they can wait on the Planning Board and 
submit a site plan review," Johnson explained. "They 
chose to subvert the process, hoping it would be faster 
than using a site plan." Johnson pointed out that Bell had 
submitted site plan reviews elsewhere.

" A quick Google search showed me eight towns 
where Bell has applied for a special exemption grant: 
Harvard, Oxford, Wilmington, Newton, Concord," he 
said, ticking town examples off. "All included a site 
plan review and a Special Permit request. It's not an 
uncommon thing." 

The ZBA questioned, if Bell was attempting to 
move things along quickly, why had they not filed a site 
plan review application until October 14? 

"That was my own fault," said Manougian. "It 
seemed to me that you can't file a site review until you've 
had an informal meeting and you know what the check 
amount will be. The month delay was me, but I still feel 
that we are eligible for exemption." 

This did not ring true with Johnson, who pointed 
out that for many of the other towns with which Bell had 
filed, they had submitted a site plan review application 
alongside the initial building permit request. 

"What I am most concerned about," continued 
Johnson, "is that if someone is trying to subvert the 
process and the Zoning Board agrees, everyone else in 
the future will take the same shot. It is the view of the 
Planning Board that Bell is not exempt." 

Arancio agreed. "We have objectives which need 
to be followed." 

The board voted for a unanimous denial of Bell's 
exemption request. Gilmore said, "I could go either way 
I think ultimately that I'll take my advice from the town 
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counsel. It shouldn't have to be this way, but it is. I like to 
get things done fast, but in this instance I move towards 
the process we have, which requires a site plan." 

Bell will now be forced to either file a federal 
appeal or undergo a site plan review with the Rochester 
Planning Board. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for December 10 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

make covenant changes in favor of their request for trash 
collection after learning that the new contract with ABC 
Disposal stated "all residents shall be entitled" to trash 
collection. 

Mathieu noted that during the October 19 
meeting, the board had discussed requesting written legal 
opinion. 

Chairman Tom Tucker said that at the last 
meeting of the board on November 2 - a meeting Mathieu 
had not been able to attend - the town's counseling law 
firm Kopelman & Paige was present and told the board 
members a written legal opinion on the matter was not 
necessary. 

"I move we table these until we get a written legal 
opinion," Mathieu said in response. The board moved to 
table the signing of covenant changes pending written 
legal opinion. 

In other matters, Mathieu said he had 
recently visited Ocean Breeze Lane. He said residents 
had complained about the roadway topcoat in the 
development that still had not been applied. He also 
stated that drainage was problematic and that both issues 
had been ongoing since 2013. 

"We decided we would send the matter to town 
counsel," said Mathieu. "I don't know what happened. . .. 
It seems like we've been waiting for an answer." 

Tucker thought that Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne might have said the matter was going to court. 

"We should at least be kept up to speed," Mathieu 
said. "I'm looking for written legal opinion.... I'm a real 
estate lawyer," he added. 

Mathieu wanted to clear up what he had 
previously stated during the October 19 meeting, 
claiming that he did not say the town's legal counsel was 
"unresponsive," as discussed at the November 2 meeting 
when Mathieu was absent and the town's attorneys 
appeared to defend against allegations that they were in 
fact unresponsive. 

"I did not say town counsel was unresponsive; 

I didn't say that," Mathieu maintained. "The discussion 
was about not getting information quick enough from 
them."

"I want the record to be straight, my personal 
matter with them has no bearing on my work here," 
Mathieu stated in response to Attorney Jonathan 
Silver stein's November 2 comment that Mathieu might 
have been reacting to prior litigation taken by Kopelman

To the Editor: 

Marion voters face a conundrum on allocating 
scarce capital resources. The Town House Committee 
has proposed two options regarding the Town House 
restoration. This discretionary spending proposal 
competes with a mandatory capital spending compliance 
requirement for the renewal of the sewer plant's EPA 
discharge permit. 

The Town House also competes with payment 
of existing debt obligations from past projects, already 
committed projects, forecasted spending on other Town 
capital needs such as a new DPW garage, and unfunded 
employee retirement obligations. 

Marion has very little capacity to fund capital 
spending from free cash only - about $500,000 in a good 
year. Debt becomes the major source of financing capital 
spending. 

The mandatory EPA permit compliance problem 
now hangs over the Town with the cost of the draft permit 
compliance estimated by Town's consulting engineers at 
$34 million. This is the best forecasting number available 
at this time and will change when the final permit 
requirements become known. 

A companion problem is the management of the 
considerable inflow and infiltration entering the sewer 
system. Known as I&I, this is ground water entering 
the sewer system though manholes, leaky sewer pipes, 
improper sump pump and other drainage connected to 
the Town's sewer lines. 

The $18 million five-phase Village drainage,

paving and sewer project will help solve some, but not 
all, of the I&I issues such as the problem emanating 
from Creek Road. The reality of the problem requires the 
two projects to run in tandem as I&I management will 
be an EPA permit compliance issue. This increases the 
mandatory spending to $52 million. Yes, there are cost 
reductions available from this Village project such as the 
elimination of granite curbing and fancy lighting now 
found on South Street. 

The Town House renovation, options 1 and 
2, is discretionary spending. The spending forecast is 
$64.4 million if the $12.4 million option is selected or 
$80 million if the $28 million option being advocated 
in a recent letter to Sippican Week , The Wanderer and The 
Sentinel is adopted. 

Add approximately $27 million in other capital 
spending projects identified by the Capital Committee, 
including a place holder for a needed DPW garage, 
and the capital spending forecast increases to $107 
million. Add this on top of the existing debt of $32 
million issued to fund past capital spending such as the 
school and sewer plant and the forecast again increases 
$139 million. Again add the estimated $18 million of 
unfunded retirement liabilities and the $157 million target 
number for Marion's "Current and Future Obligations, 
Commitments and Forecasts" is reached. This target 
forecast fits within a reasonable statistically significant 
forecast range of between $133.6 million to $180.8 million. 

Also to be considered are the statutory debt 
limitations capping the amount of debt the Town can 
issue for capital projects. It is clear the debt caps are 
going to be an issue. This also becomes the harbinger of 
the future Town sewer war and the degree Tabor, as a 
large sewer user, participates in paying its share of the 
financing of the sewer plant upgrades. 

The debt accumulation adversely impacts the 
Town's bond rating and future cost of borrowing. Grant 
money will not be significant in funding capital projects. 
Low cost financing through the state for the sewer plant 
and related project is "nice," but the reality is it's still debt 
that has to be paid back. These debt amortizations, as we 
are now paying for the school and sewer plant, usually 
last a generation. 

Last year's Town meeting approved $500,000 
for the design of the Town House proposals. My 
understanding is that $100,000 has been spent to date. At 
this point, a moratorium on Town House spending should 
be imposed until such time as better definitions on the 
EPA permit compliance costs are understood. 

The target $157 million Capital spending and 
unfunded obligations forecast is material for many of 
Marion's 2,500 taxpayers. To illustrate the magnate of 
this amount, this equates to approximately a 60% tax 
increase if these target costs were to be funded for 20 
years at 4% amortization. The estimated tax increases on 
an individual project basis are 15% for the sewer plant 
upgrades, 5.6% for the election of the $12.4 million Town 
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Local

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House option, and 15.2% for election of the $28 million 
Town House option. Add the $28 million Town House 
Option together with the sewer plant and the tax increase 
is 27.7%. This is a permanent tax increase and depending 
on its structure can form a new base for the annual Prop 
2.5% tax increase. 

The issue here is the magnitude of the costs now 
coming before Marion taxpayers, not the precision nor the 
timing inherent in any forecasting. 

There is no municipal financial capacity to fund 
large discretionary capital projects such as the restoration 
of the Town House and other gifted municipal buildings. 
The use of private money needs to be a key factor and 
the cornerstone for the restoration and maintenance of 
Marion's historic structures. The Town House committee 
needs to focus on this type of funding to effectuate either 
of its recommended proposals. 

For the folks in the Marion community interested 
in community preservation, the reality is exploring 
private money alternatives. It's been successful in other 
communities, and with creativity it should be very 
successful in Marion. The resources and the talent are 
here if the community Zeitgeist wishes to use it. At this 
point, the window of the municipal treasury appears to be 
closed. 

If the zest for private money does not materialize, 
then plan on some window replacements, a new boiler, 
and paint job as this is all the municipal treasury can 
absorb for Town House maintenance.

Bom on September 24, 1943 in 
Greenfield MA, to Henry C. Wing, Jr.

attended Greenfield schools and gradu- 
ated from Deerfield Academy, class of 1962. He majored 
in mechanical engineering at the University of Massa- 
chusetts in Amherst. He married Anne Colton of West 
Springfield MA, in 1967 and began his career at Tabor 
Academy in that year, teaching geology and geometry 
and coaching sailing and crew. 

When the trustees of the school determined to 
build a new academic center in 1970, Don with his engi- 
neering background oversaw construction of the build- 


ing. He became director of the physical plant, a position 
he created and expanded during his 48-year career at 
Tabor, retiring in July 2015. He was noted for his vast 
knowledge and organizational skills.

Jazz on a Summer’s Day (1960). Featuring Louis Armstrong 
and Chuck Berry. Directed by Bert Stern. Running time: 85 
minutes. 

If you want to see the genesis of music concert films 
as we know them today, your best bet is Bert Stern’s Jazz on 
a Summer ’s Day. Stern, who never made another film, is best 
known for his fashion and magazine photography (he shot the 
famous “last sitting” of Marilyn Monroe). He seems to have 
approached his subject — the 1958 Newport Jazz Festival — 
as an occasion to prove that music didn’t have to be merely 
recorded; the filmmaking itself could be as artful as the onstage 
sound. So the movie is itself a piece of jazz; in the first half 
of the film, the camera often wanders away from the stage to 
fixate on the boats in the America’s Cup yacht races. Under the 
opening credits, light and reflections play on the surface of the 
water, seeming to move to the rhythm of the first act, Jimmy 
Guiffre 3. 

When I first saw Jazz on a Summer ’s Day in the early 
’90s, the intimate, roving camerawork looked so fresh and vital 
I thought the film could’ve been made the year I was watching 
it. It still looks as though it could’ve been made today. The 
camera gets right up against the performers — we see the sweat, 
the ecstasy of performance. Anita O’ Day takes the stage for a 
couple of songs, and the movement of her white-gloved hands 
is mesmerizing. Sal Salvador seems to be having an out-of-body 
experience when playing guitar alongside Sonny Stitt. Louis 
Armstrong and Jack Teagarden share a warm, easy rapport born 
of decades of working together. They were ebony and ivory 
long before Paul and Stevie sat down at the piano. 

Speaking of which, another reason the film feels 
timeless is that, watching it, you almost wouldn’t know it was 
filmed in the Jim Crow era. Very much pre-civil rights, Jazz 
on a Summer ’s Day nonetheless gives us a vision of blacks 
and whites — on the stage and in the audience — joined by 
a shared passion for the music. (Stern was advised that the 
film wouldn’t play down south because it showed whites and 
Negroes together, even if only sitting next to each other.) The 
audience members in their thirties and forties, we feel, are too 
hip to be bigoted; the younger spectators are having too much 
fun dancing; and the apparent presence of weed seems to cross 





generational borders. 

Chuck Berry hits the stage for “Sweet Little Sixteen” 
— I was reminded anew how much “Surfin’ USA” cribs from 
it — and though his rock number has been singled out by some 
as seeming incongruous at a jazz festival, I get why he’s there. 
“Black music,” even if co-opted by white boys, had crossed 
over to white kids in a big way by then. White girls get up and 
shake their booties to Berry’s guitar as he does his famous 
duck walk. (A sobering thought: the teenagers seen in the film 
are in their seventies now. The movie itself turns 55 the year I 
write this.) Now, I’m aware that a lot of the kids who listened 
to Berry and Little Richard and other black performers still 
wouldn’t let them use the same drinking fountain; not only 
do I have a realistic sense of American history, I’ve also seen 
Hair spray. But the people in Jazz on a Summer ’s Day seem 
more enlightened , somehow. For a few days, the races came 
together in Newport to enjoy themselves, and Stem caught it 
without making a big Sidney Poitier deal of it. 

The movie is hip and artful; there’s a slight aesthetic 
chill attached to that — at times we get the sense that Stern 
is focusing on this person or that because compositionally it 
pleases him. We also visit a group of classical string musicians 
rehearsing in a cramped room, and later go back to the room 
while the bassist saws away and fills the air with photogenic 
cigarette smoke. Dixieland players also drive around town, 
favoring random people with their tunes; people get drunk and 
dance on their rooftops to the sound. Music is everywhere, 
inescapable, and the Newport seen in the film looks like some 
blissful seaside resort out of M. Hulot’s Holiday , only without 
Hulot and with a who’s who of jazz greats. It’s a deeply 
pleasurable experience.
